The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
deemed allowable. Applicants' Reply filed 1 1/16/2009 sets out a compelling argument in support 
of their claimed invention satisfying the requirements of written description. Applicants are 
indeed correct in pointing out that the independent claim one is directed to a subspecies of an 
astrovirus and not a genus. Moreover, Applicants have taught and more importantly deposited 
the strain and its requirements. In addition Applicants have provided ample teachings regarding 
two additional isolates and provided comparison studies. Thus, they provide an art recognized 
structure function correlation. Therefore, based on the reasoning and holding in Capon v. 
Eshhar . 418 F.3d 1349, 1357 (Fed. Cir. 2005); and Ariad Pharmacutical Inc.. v. Eli Lilly (Fed. 
Cir. 2009) as well as the written description guidelines it's concluded the claimed invention 
satisfies the written description.
